Preface. 



xhe following Dictionary is an extract of a much more 
copious English Temne Dictionary in Manuscript. Though 
only an extract the author hopes that it will be of great use 
to the student in connection with the Grammar published in 
1864. Illustrations or hints have generally been given to 
show the use of the respective Temne word. 

The Temne speaking population amounts to about 200,000. 
The neigbouring or surrounding Tribes of the Temnes are: 
the BuUomSy the Sitsiis, the Limhas, the LoMoSy the Mampas 
or SherbroSy the Kossos or Mendes and the Korankos, among 
which a knowledge of Temne will be of much use, and on 
the BuUom shore the Temne may even be said to displace 
the Native BuUom more and more. 

Compare also the Introduction to the Temne Traditions 
published in 1861 and to the Grammar published in 1864.

1. Whenever the forms mm, nn and rr are met with at the 
end of a word, as is the case with some Adverbs, the voice 
dwells on them and not on the vowel preceding. £• g. t§mm,

2. Long vowels are marked as usually by ( ), e. g. a, 6, etc. 
Though the short vowels have been marked in the preceding 
table by the usual sign (") to show their corresponding sound 
in other languages, yet for the sake of brevity this mark has 
ben left out in the following Dictionary, and only extreme short- 
ness has been marked by ("), e. g. pSrS, brathdish (as a sword).

It is therefore to be borne in mind that every vowel, not having 
tkc mark of a long one, is short. 

3. Extreme length of vowels has been marked by doubling 
them with the usual sign of length, and when receiving an accent, 

it is placed on the first, e. g. train, plentifully; lee, aloud. 
Diphthongs pronounced very long have been marked in the same 
iway, e. g. laaaQ, loudly. 

4. If two vowls standing together are to be sounded distinctly 
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or separately the usual mark of diaeresis has been employed,

5. If r follows t and is to be pronounced together with t, as 
is often the case both at the beginning and at the end of a 
word, the r is pronounced rather faintly much like tr in true,
